— Tho 
rights, privileges and powers of the Lord 
Alaynr have so often raised a jealousy among 
the hutnbler citizens, that a plan was de- 
termined 01); and carried out, which event- 
ually restrictod tho office to the man of the 
Public choice, By this restriction no one 
can occupy the civic throne till he has 
been three times elected— viz, as Alderman 
by bis "householders" of his ward, as 
Sheriff by the " liverymen " of the city com- 
panies, and 'hen. being eligible for the ofiico 
of Lord Mivyor, ho has to bu nominated by 
tho " Livery,'" elected by the " Aldermen," 
and approved of by the ''Crown." Bank- 
ruptcy, insolvency, or such like, disqualifies 
him at once. He must also be a member of 
one of the -'twelve great City Companies '' 
to quiilifv liim as pre.-<idenl of the Irish 
Society."' Upun this latter qualification I 
will add a nolo e.Vlracleil from Herbert's 
" History of Hie Twelve Great Livery Com- 
panies of London " (^o!- i-.
